Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 9-14, 16, 17 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Holm (U.S. Patent 3,927,814). 

Holm shows a mounting plate 24, adjustment structure 28, 30, a support frame 
adjustably positioned upon the adjustment structure, a first plurality of rollers 20, 22 and 
a second plurality of rollers 14. 

Re claim 2, plates 28 and 30 are in an L-shape. 

Re claims 3, 4 and 6, shown are slots and fasteners for adjustably mounting the 
plates. 

Re claim 7, shown are adjustment slots. 

Re claims 9 and 10, the shown groove 58 provides vertical and horizontal alignment 
of belt 12. 

Re claim 1 1 , roller 14 is transverse to rollers 20 and 22. 
Re claim 12, as per claim 2 rejection. 

Re claims 13, 14 and 16, as per rejection of claims 3, 4 and 6. 
Re claim 17, shown is at least one slot.
